But the govern- 
ment here is pushing forward with 
a series of actions and statements 
that seem to undercut its expressed 
interest in avoiding a public rifatli 
La an apparent effort to widen 
its brief at Williamsburg, and come 
into the conference with the ap- 
pearance of an. extra mandate. 
France has invited the leaders of 
Spain, Portugal, Greece, Sweden 
and Austria, the five other coun- 
tries in Western Europe with So- 
cialist-led gove rnments, for meet- 
ings Wednesday and Thursday 
with President Francois . Mitter- 
rand and Prime Minister Pierre 
Mauroy. 

The line now coming from the 
leadership of the French govern- 
ment, and the position the French 
hope wiU receive approval at the 
Socialist gathering, is that the U.S. 
budget deficit and the high rate of 
the dollar on foreign exchange 
markets are the principal causes for 
the continuation of the recession.

BEIRUT — The Lebanese and 
Israeli parliaments approved Mon- 
day the agreement on ending hos- 
tilities and withdrawing 30,000 Is- 
raeli troops from Lebanon, clear- 
ing the way for the signing of the 
accord on Tuesday. 

Syrian and Palestinian opposi- 
tion to the accord, however, made 
chances for an imminent Israeli 
pullout dim.

Spain’s Cooking Oil Disaster of 1981 Remains Unsolved 

Slowness of Justice, Meager Medical findings Leave Victims and Families Embittered

MADRID — Two yean ago this 
month a mysterious disease broke 
out in Spain, mostly in the Madrid 
area, spreading panic. It seemed to 
appear anywhere and everywhere, 
without a pattern. It would attack 
some members of a f amil y -and 
spare others, strike down an ddoiy 
woman in one house arid a young ’ 
boy in-the next ■ 

The initial symptoms; — fever/ 
headache, nausea — gave way in 
some cases to more serious, disor- 
ders — wracking muscle pains, 
numbness of limbs/a collapsing of 
the hmgs or paralysis leading to 
death. For weeks the disease 

3 tread, and not until a 6-raooth- 
d baby came down with it, and a 
doctor questioned the mother scru- 
pulously about the baby’s dim, was 
the cause finally determined. It 
came from an ingredient found in 
every Spanish home, cooking ati. 

So began the sad drama of what 
is called toxic oil syndrome, a med- 
ically imprecise condition affecting 
about 20,000 Spaniards who con- 
sumed tainted rapeseed oiL The ati 
was imported under the guise of in- 
dustrial use and then “refined" for 
hnman consumption. It was sold 
by door-to-door salesmen and at 
outdoor markets in the spring of 
1981. 

The goal of the importers and 
vendors, who sold the product to 
mostly poor and rural families in 
Madrid, Castile and Leon, was to 
undersell the higher-priced , localhr 
produced oil, a staple in Spanish 
cooking. Something in the repro- 
cessing turned the oil . into a deadly 
substance. 

Consumer issues stiD do not car- 
ry great weight in Spain, and the 
government rode out the storm de- 
spite charges that it had been slow 
to identify the cause of the epidem- 
ic and sluggish in removing the 
'poison oil from the market It ap- 
pointed committees of doctors to 
try to pinpoint the toxic agent, 
promised indemnity for the victims 
and punishment of those respousir 
ble. 


Now, two years later, little has 
happened. Doctors and scientists 
are still baffled try the pathology of 
the disease and concede that a cure 
seems remote. The victims, known 
as las afectadas, are frustrated and 
angry. About 10 percent are seri- 
ously ill, seme with deformed 
limbs, paralysis or cxrcnlatory and 
respiratory malfiincrinna. Several 
■ are stfllfn intensive care units. 

— ' Ser- fae- -there hxvtr -been -339' 
deaths direfctfy attributed to toxic 
syndrome and three other deaths m 
which it is suspected. Ihe figure is 
disputed by victims’ associations,'' 
which put it at over 400. Everyone 
agrees that more deaths are likely. 

No one has been punished, al- 
though about 20 people are in pris- 
on awaiting trial this summer. The 
complications of nmncgfng meh vo- 
luminous testimony — about 
75,000 pages at last report — are 
cited as a cause far the delay. Bui 
the medical uncertainties over the 
precise nature of die disease may 
complicate the trial. 

The victims have hdd several sit- 
ins to focus attention on their 
plight They are suspicious and em- 
. Uttered at the slow pace of justice 
and the meager results of research. 

“Here we ans, two yean after the 
outbreak of this syndrome, and we, 
the sick people, fed we are just as 
uncertain as we were at the begin- 
ning," said Pedro Cesar Sara 
Orozco, general secretary of a fed- 
eration made up of 24 groups of 
victims in the Madrid region. 

Mr. Sara Orozco contracted the 
disease, like others, in a seemingly 
innocuous way. He took iris family 
on vacation to Valencia and his 
mother-in-law, staying at his house, 
bought a plastic bottle of oil from 
an itinerant vendor. “Seven of os 
used it up in about 13 days and 
four of us got ill, my wife, two of 
my three children and me. My wife 
was pregnant and she lost the 
baby." 

His grievances are many — that 
it took the authorities nearly two 
months to 'discover the oil was the

JERUSALEM — Prime Minister

General Yaron was one of three 
top generals who were found by 
the commission to have borne “in- 
direct responsibility” for the mas- 
sacre of hundreds of Palestinian 
men. women and children in Beirut 
refugee camps last September by 
Israel's Lebanese Christian Phalan- 
gist allies. 

The commission, headed by the 
chief justice of the Supreme CWt, 
Yitzhak Kalian. concluded in Feb- 
ruary that General Yaron had 
received reports that killings were 
taking place within hours after the 
Phalangjsts entered the camps on 
Sept. 16, but that he had taken no 
action to stop the slaughter or to 
convey the reports to his superiors.

HOMS. Syria — Outside this in- 
dustrial town in western Syria, 
known to the ancients as Emesa, 
the Soviet Union has installed a 
constellation of SA-5 anti-aircraft 
missiles — a formidable weapon 
that the Syrians hope will change 
the balance of power in the Middle 
EasL 

According to Syrian sources and 
Western intelligence officers, the 
> base, which is railed Shins har, is 
off limits to evervone but the Rus- 
sians, who are said to have brought 
their own cooks, truck drivers and 
clerks with them, as well as the 
men who operate the missiles. Even 
Syrian vans delivering food, a busi- 
nessman said, must unload outside 
the gate. 

Diplomats here say they believe 
that ihe Russians retain the final 
say as to when and if the missiles 
will be fired. Some think the Rus- 
sians less likely to use them than 
the Syrians, some think them more 
so. But all agree that the presence 
of the SA-5s at Shinshar, as wdl as 
another group at Dumdr, east of 
Damascus, have restored Syrian 
self-confidence. 

“With these new weapons." a 
Syrian Foreign Ministry official 
said the other evening to an Ameri- 
can aeguflinmnw, “things will be 
different next time" — meaning 
the Syrian Air Force would not be 
humiliated by the Israelis as it was 
last year. The SA-5s. new bases to 
house them and an increase in the 
Soviet troop commitment have aS 
come to Syria since the end of the 
fighting in Lebanon last summer. 

Officially, the Syrians say very 
little about the new Soviet weap- 
ons. Privately, they insist their own 
troops are being’ trained to take 
them over, but a senior Western 
ambassador said there was “abso- 
lutely no evidence” of this. 

Little can be seen of the two ins- 


tallations from the main roads that 
pass near them, beyond masses of 
radar antennas. It is not known 
how many missiles are at each loca- 
tion, but intelligence sources sug- 
gest there are at least 20. They have 
a reported range of 155 miles (250 
kilometers), which means they cov- 
er all of Lebanon and Israel as far 
south as Jerusalem. 

If, as some reports suggest, a 
third major base is being built near 
Doa, on the Jordanian border, the 
missiles there could reach virtually 
all Israeli territory. 

The SA-5s, which have not previ- 
- ously been deployed outside the 
Soviet Union, are the spearhead of 
Syria's attempt to deal with seem- 
ingly superior Israeli aircraft and 
electronics systems that they blame 
for their defeat of last summer. 

They have privately criticized 
Ihe Soviet Union for giving them 
inferior hardware, and the Soviet 
Union, diplomats in Syria say, felt 
it had to provide something'spec- 
lacular to regain credibility. 

“It can't have been easy for Mos- 
cow to watch the Israelis’ Ameri- 
can gear outperform the Syrians’ 
Russian gear — even though they 
knew, as we do, that part of the 
problem was Syrian incom- 
petence," a European envoy said. 
“What would their other clients 
say? So they sent in the SA-5s, but 
only on the condition that they 
would be manned by Soviet ex- 
perts.” 

In addition to the missiles, which 
are themselves protected by 
shorter-range SA-6. SA-S and SA- 
11 batteries, the Soviet Union has 
reportedly set' up an elaborate com- 
mand, control and electronic war- 
fare network that is tied into its 
own command system via sateffire 
communications. Data are also re- 
layed, according to intelligence re- 
ports, by two or three Soviet war- 
ships patrolling the eastern Medi- 
terranean and using the Syrian port 
of Tartus as a support base. 


According to Israeli intelligence, 
detachments of a Soviet airborne 
division have been brought in to 
guard the bases, but a correspond- 
ent driving through the two areas 
Iasi weekend could see no evidence 
of extensive ground defenses.

WARSAW — Workers at the 
Lenin Shipyard in Gdansk and 
other plants along the Baltic coast 
have issued a statement condemn- 
ing attacks on Lech Walesa, the 
leader of the banned Solidarity un- 
ion, and wanting the government 
against continuing them. 

“We lodge our sharpest protest 
against the stepped-up campaign of 
slander and libel directed against 
the people who for many years 
represented the interests of the 
workers on the coast, still represent 
them and enjoy respect and high 
trust," the statement said. 

The workers were protesting the 
almost daily assaults on Mr. Wale- 
sa and his priest, Hemyk Jan- 
kowski, and the Roman Catholic 
Church in the official media. The 
Gdansk Communist Party paper 
had accused Father Jankowski's 
parents of active support for Nazi 
Germany, a charge he has rejected 
as slanderous. 

The workers' statement, made 
available in Warsaw Monday, was 
sent to the parliament and the PAP 
news agency. A copy of the protest 
was also sent to Poland’s primate. 
Cardinal Jozef Glemp, who flew to 
Rome Monday with the bishops 
from all the dioceses Pope John 
Paul II will visit during bus week- 
long trip to Poland in June. The 
Glemp party is expected to spend 
four days in Rome to make final 
arrangements for the visit 

“They have the illusion.” the 
workers’ statement said, “that they 
can spread slander and libel with 
impunity since the press, radio and 
television are not accessible for 
those who would like to defend the 
people who are being slandered.” 

But fresh criticism was leveled 
Monday at Mr. Walesa by the Pol- 


ish Army newspaper, Zolnierz 
Wolnosd, which denounced him

The statement said doctors at 
the hospital recommended hospi- 
talization, but Mr. Przemyk’s 
mother insisted he return home 
with her. His mother, Barbara Sa- 
dowski, is an activist at the prison- 
er aid center at St. Martin’s church 
convent. 

Mr. Przemyk was taken (o the 
hospital again 24 hours later and 
underwent an operation, which re- 
vealed severe internal abdominal 
injuries, the statement said. He 
died shortly afterward. 

It said Mr. Przemyk’s injuries 
could have occurred either when he 
fell down some stairs before police 
intervened or when the ambulance 
crew “had to use force” against his 
struggles on the way to the hospi- 
tal.

Bat if the contest 
to maimam inis relative position should have to con- 
tinue indefinitely, the cost would either drive us to 
war — or into some form of dictatorial government. 
In such tiiarmstancrs, we would be forcodto consider 
whether or not our duty to future generations did not 
require us to initiate war at tbe most propitious 
moment we could designate.” 

In March 1954, the first US. deliverable hydrogen 
bomb was tested at Bikini. Two months later, a Joint 
Chiefs study group proposed that tbe United States 


consider “deliberately precipitating war with the 
U.S.SJL in the near future" before the Soviets ac- 
quired hydrogen bombs and became a “real menace,” 
according to a memo drafted by General Matthew A 
Ridgway, then army chief of staff. He apposed the 
idea as “contrary to every principle upon which air 
nation had been founded." 

Several months later, Eisenhower approved a Na- 
tional Security Council paper that declared that “the 
United States and its allies must ngect tbe concept of 
preventive war or ace intended to provoke war.” 

By 1955. according to the article, it was becoming 
apparent that even a pre-emptive strike by U.S. forces 
could not prevent a devastating Soviet nuclear re- 
sponse.

DALLAS — An era in the Amer- 
ican tabor movement will come to 
an end Thursday when Douglas A 
Fraser retires as president of the 
United Automobile, Aerospace 
and Agricultural Implement Work- 
ers of America, famffiarty known 
as the UAW. 

Mr. Fraser, 66 , is foe last of foe 
founding generation of the union, 
men who worked with Walter 
Readier in the brutal organizing 
battles of the 1930s and 1940s and 
the precedent-setting contract ne- 
gotiations of the 1950s and 1960s. 

As president of foe union for 24 
years until his death in an airplane 
crash in 1970, Mr. Reuther won 
contracts that included such inno- 
vations as cost-of-living wage ad- 
justments, pay for taid-eff workers, 
early reti re ment and generous 
health mtrf penrioo benefits. Mr. 
Reuther made the a 
■setter in social issues, force- 
endorsing the cause of cavil 
rights for Macks when other uninnt 
were reluctant to act. 

But Mr. Reuther made his gains 
during the heyday of the American 
auto industry, when tail fine and 
Armng ruled the high way* and the 
only imports were a few British 
sports cars and a funny-looking 
West German car known as foe 
Beetle.

Mr. Fraser has had to draw on 
his considerable prestige in the un- 
ion to win approval of contracts 
fom Hvnt«in the first concessions in 
wages and benefits ever granted to 
foe auto giants. 

Mr. Fraser’s likely successor is 
Owen Bteber, a vice president who 
directs foe union's General Motors 


department. Mr. Bieber, 53, edged 
out Raymond Majerus, the secre- 
tary-treasurer of foe UAW, for foe 
nomination of the leadership group 
that has controlled the union since 
Mr. Reuther gained power in the 
late 1940s. The actual voting will 
be done by foe 3,000 delegates to 
the union’s convention here this 
week. In the past, there has been 
only token opposition to an official 

nominee. 

Mr. Bieber is not as widely 
known, even within the union, as 
Mr. Fraser was when he became 
president in 1977. He has spent 
most of his career as a union offi- 
cial in western Michigan, unlik e 
Mr. Fraser, who was a personal as- 
sistant to Mr. Reuther in foe 1950s 
and was Mr. Reu flier’s choice as a 
s u ccessor. 

Some people in the auto industry 
have expressed fears that Mr. 
Bieber wxD Ire under pressure from 
tbe rank and file to demonstrate 
Strong leadership by winning a big 
contract quickly, despite foe still- 
weak industry’s disadvantage in 
costs against Japanese manufactur- 
ers.

The 
novel was acclaimed when it 
appeared earlier this year in the lit- 
erary magazine New China Digest 
Mr. Li said the novel was based on 
his interviews with soldiers when 
he spent four mouths on the Yun- 
nan front at the time of the border 
war. 

The popularity of the play coin- 
cides with the latest round of bor- 
der dashes. leaving little doubt 
that Vietnam has been made an au- 
thorized artistic target.

tain’' is that China still needs mar- 
tyrs. In an essay, Mr. Li explained 
that he was upset to see the army 
“disrespected and insulted in pub- 
lic places" and that he wanted to 
extol its continuing sacrifices.

He 
chafes at the Spartan barracks life, 
wants to get transferred to a com- 
fortable urban billet and displays 
such character flaws as dancing to 
disco music, wasting bread and 
w alking around with bis tunic un- 
buttoned. 

His sympathetic mother is a 
prominent health official whose 
revolutionary background has ov- 
en her good connections. She 
agrees to help get him out of the 
infantry. 

But the crusty old division com- 
mander rebuffs her. The political 
instructor, Zhao, apologizes to his 
men for trying to shirk his duty 
and accompanies them into Viet- 
nam. 

By comparison, Liang Sanxl the 
selfless company commander, does 
not own a watch, rolls his own cig- 
arettes and scrimps to pay back 
money he borrowed to buy medi- 
cine for his fatally ill peasant fa- 
ther, who was persecuted in the 
Cultural Revolution. He reminds 
everyone, when a bazooka misfires 
in the heal of battle, that the defec- 
tive ammunition was made when 
radical elements sabotaged the 
economy.

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Arrival of First F-16s 
Polishes U.S. Image 
In Skeptical Pakistan

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan — For 
years, the colorfully painted public 
buses here have been decorated 
with pop art, often showing an air- 
liner bearing the markings of Paki- 
stan International Airlines.

The 
change reflects the national fasci- 
nation with the high-performance

rfth the Pakistan Air Force.

For many 
Pakistanis, though, it is the F-16, 
ope of the most advanced mflitaiy 
planes in the world, that shows 
dearly that Washington’s commit- 
ment to their country is a serious 

F-16 is the centerpiece of 
tlje Reagan administration's $3.2- 
bQEon program of military and 
eoonomic assistance to Pakistan.

This rare prospect 
follows from President Ronald Reagan's deci- 
sion to reverse course and U> try to take the 
politics out of key nuclear questions by sub- 
mining them to the consensus-seeking ways of 
the Scowcroft Commission. 

Many m Congress feared that Mr. Reagan 
would pick and choose among the commis- 
sion’s recommendations and use them simply 
to renew his earlier single-minded pursuit erf 
the controversial MX avssHe. But in recent 
days he has gone far to dhow he is accepting 
the commission’s recommendations in the 
compromise spirit in which they were offered. 
As a result Congress is starting to swallow 
what it considers the least palatable part of the 
Scowcroft package, the MX. 

Mr. Reagan now agrees to review his posi- 
tion at the START talks with the Russians in 
order to make it conform with the panel's em- 
phasis on shifting the land-based part of the 
U_S. nuclear deterrent over time from big mul- 
ti-warhead missiles to small single-warhead 
missiles designed to be more secure and less 
threatening. To this end, he promises to put 
the single-warhead missile program into high 
gear, as the Scowcroft panel urged. 

In addition Mr. Reagan is showing himself 
to be open-minded at least to two other prom- 
ising ideas arising in Congress. The fust is to 
propose to Moscow a negotiated agreement on 


a “build-down” — retiring two old midear 
weapons for each new one deployed. Some 
such formula linking arms control and force 
modernization has high political 
and substantive appeal. 

The second congressional idea is to set np 
what is in effect a permanent Scowcroft-typc 
public commission “to provide advice and 
continuity” on strategic issues, as Mr. Reagan 
put it last Wednesday in carefully granting 
**merir to the idea. The success of the 
Scowcroft commission, which west out of 
business with its report, has given powerful 
impetus to the idea of making such a body a 
regular pan of the Washington furniture. 

Mr. Reagan’s immediate purpose in making 
these gestures to Congress and his critics is 
plain 1 , to win support for the MX, a weapon he 
continues to regard as vital for both security 
and bargaining reasons. Even here, however, 
he has edged back a bit in evident response to 
congressional and public concern. The figure 
of 100 MXs is no longer front and center in 
the president’s statements; now he would ad- 
just the level of MX deployment to “Soviet 
strategic programs and arms reductions agree- 
ments." With conciliatory moves like these, it 
would have been surprising, and disappoint- 
ing, if key committees in both houses of Con- 
gress were not going along with him toward 
the new MX package.

Exchange Rates 


Nobody Kkes the way the currency exchange 
rates are working- Currencies swing wildly up 
and down against each other, distorting the 
prices of goods and skewing the patterns of 
world trade. The French government has a 
particularly strong grievance, for ever since 
the Socialists came to power two years ago, 
the exchange rate of the franc has been ■jinking 
steadily. But it is not only French politicians 
who complain. Traders and manufacturers in 
every country want urgently to know what 
their foreign earnings — and their foreign 
competitors' prices — are going to be. 

Unfortunately there is no technical fix that 
can produce stable rates. Governments, after 
aU, did not abandon the old system voluntari- 
ly. They used to keep their currencies at par 
values against each other, with relatively infre- 
quent changes. That was the Bretton Woods 
regime, so attractive in retrospect But the rise 
in international trade and investment in the 
1960s created flows of money that could easily 
knock over the dikes that the par value system 
tried to maintain. When a surge of money be- 
gan to run out of one currency into another, 
governments tried to neutralize it by making 
offsetting sales and purchases of those curren- 
cies. By the early 1970s, those attempts at sta- 
bilization were failing regularly. 

In those years, foreign exchange bought and 
sold in New York probably amounted to sev- 
eral billion dollars a day. By 1980, when the 


New York Federal Reserve Bank last mea- 
sured it, the flow was over SIS billion a day. 
Ry last year it was apparently around $30 bil- 
lion. Currently, with dedining inflation, it 
seems to have dropped to about S2S billion a 
day. We might note that $25 billion every 
business day is roughly twice the GNP of the 
United States. To be sure, that figure counts 
money moving both in and out of the dollar, 
much of it is money constantly on the move, 
washing restlessly bade and forth in search of 
speculative advantage- Against those amounts 
erf money, no government has the resources to 
defend artificial rates. 

But that drop in the flow over the past year 
is a due to the formula for stability. Exchange 
rates will hold firm between two countries 
only as long as their economies are run in 
dose coordmation. The French franc will con- 
tinue to fall as long as the French inflation 
rate is twice as high as its neighbors’. The 
American dollar mil continue abnormally 
high, damaging American exports, as long as 
American interest rates remain abnormally 
high- In practice, as experience even in the 
highly integrated European Community has 
shown, it is very difficult Tor countries with 
differing political traditions to coordinate eco- 
nomic policy. But the principle is dear. Stable 
economies produce stable exchange rates, not 
the other way around

Birthrate Trends May Signal Key World Shifts 


W ASHINGTON — Welcome to the world of 
“Suhtiam.” It is our world. 

“Subtlem” is Mai thus spelled backward. It was 
the Rev. Thomas Mai thus, you wfl] recall who 
popularized the sad idea that human population 
tends to grow in geometric fashion. 

He was surely right: when population grows at a 
constant rate it does indeed grow geometrically: 
Consider a husband and wife who have four chil- 
dren. All the chOdrea survive to adulthood and 
each of them produce four children. All of the en- 
suing children do the same. By the fifth genera- 
tion, at that rate, the original couple wifi have 
1J024 descendants. 

But what Malthus did not stress is that if popu- 
lation decreases, it also decreases geometrically. 
Consider the situation of 1,024 husbands and 
wives. In this example, each couple has only one 
child — not four. After five generations there will

By 
the middle of the next century the population win 
decline to about 40 milli on and then sink with a 
rush down to about 9 nnffion by the end of the 
21st century. To get preposterous about it, at cur- 
rent rates, tire number of Germans would go down 
to about a quarter of a million by the year 2500. 

AH this happens because tire German fertility 
rate is “below replacement” In a modern society it 
takes about 2.1 children per woman to Reproduce 
the population. Tbe Goman “total fertility rate,” 
or TFR, is now about 1 .5 children per woman. In 
the world of “Suhtiam” that means a downward 
spiral unless checked by immigration or an in- 
creased fertility rate.

Playing .the Wojtyla role during 
his adult years, Hnney — who is 
best known for his roles as Martin 
Lather in the Broadway play, for 
the lead in “Tom Jones,” which 
won an Oscar in 1963, and for Her- 
cule Poirot in “Murder on the 
Orient Express" — is doing one of 
the toughest parts of his career. He 
must project the image of a cele- 
brated, charismatic personality the 
world already knows through tele- 
vision and personal appearances. 
Finney himself has not met John 
Paul. 

“I drink," be says, “that by the 
end of the film when Fm playing 
him. as the pope — which is.a very 
brief section just at the time he's 
made pope — I hope at that 
moment 1 can act like him well 
enough so that the audience will 
recognize the silhouette and the 
carnage of this man. Before he be- 
came pope, Karol Wojtyla wasn’t 
known in the world as well as he is

The film only covers Wqjtyla's 
relationship with a young actress, 
his days as a manual laborer, as a 
writer, as an amateur actor and as 
a devotee of sports like soccer and 
canoeing, -but, in one of the most 
idling scenes, it also brings the 
man's youthful character to the 
forefront. Translated from the orig- 
inal Polish and included in the 
script by the author, Christopher 
Knopf, is Karol WojtyJa’s valedic- 
torian speech when graduating 
from hi^t school Written in bis 
late teens, the words today seem . 
prophetic: 


Uon of happiness. It forms the root 
factor of man’s becoming good or 
bad by his actions. To depnve man 
or bis freedom is to endanger his 
happiness. Therefore, freedom be- 
comes the root factor of human 
morality." 

In the film these lines are deliv- 
ered by the British actor Michael 
Crompton, 23, who plays Wojtyla 
from, the age of 19 to 27, whereas , 
Finney, who was bom in 1936, 
does Wojtyla from the age of 28. 
Crompton, who last worked with 
Richard Burton in “The Absolu- 
tion," and who, like Finney, is a 
member of the Church of England, 
says Wqjtyla's life is an unbeliev- 
able narration of the conflicts that 
beset trim — “going through the 
war, persons disappearing, and all 
the people around him dying. 

“You can understand that the 
only solid thing in Poland was the 
church. That kind of stability had 
been lacking in his life. And that's 
what I'm aiming for. I don't know 
I’m going to become pope. Fm 
playing a young man who is living 
in difficult times and who is striv- 
ing lo be better. I need to decide 
now best I can give to other people 
and that decision turns out to be to 
follow God." 

The film is directed by Herbert 
Wise, an Austrian-born British 
subject, who did the highly ac- 
claimed television series “I Clau- 
dius," and who has stage-directed 
numerous operas. He's shooting 
the scenes in such a way that on a 
given day Finney has to switch 
bade and forth in age — from car- 
dinal to bishop to archbishop and

By the end of the day, Wise rec- 
ognizes that Finney, given the tre-

Although none of the classical 
commodity agreements now in 
place has managed to prevent 
plunging prices, the Unclad secre- 
tariat is convinced that only classi- 
cal commodity agreements can re- 
verse the SlS-bMon fall in Third 
World commodity export earnings 
since 1980. 

Tbe sugar talks are the latest rest 
of the feasibility of such agree- 
ments. All countries, including the 


United States and the European 
Community, agree that sugar, of all 
the commodities covered by the in- 
tegrated program of commodities, 
requires a buffer stock buttressed 
by export controls to stabilize 
world prices. 

As part of an emergency plan to 
prevent falling prices, xbe secretari- 
al now proposes shon-icrm com- 
modity agreements relying almost 
exclusively on buffer stocks to re- 
move excess supplies from world 
markets. These pacts would be dis- 
mantled when prices begin to move 
up or longer-term agreements are 
negotiated. This proposal wiQ be 
the main issue in commodity dis- 
cussions at Belgrade. 


The Unclad secretariat estimates 
that about $9 billion will be needed 
to absorb excess supplies of IS key 
commodities that account for half 
of exports by Third World coun- 
tries, excluding oil. Failing such 
spending, developing countries 
may suffer export earning short- 
fall's of S10 billion a year until 
1985. 

Without buffer stocks, a secre- 
tariat report prepared for Belgrade 
says, earnings from coffee, rubber, 
sugar, tin and cocoa would have 
dropped by another S7 billion — 
about one quarter of total earnings. 
The use of export quotas prevented 
a “serious collapse in world prices 
of tin and coffee, it adds.

M AYBE it isn’t fair to tax A. Alvarez for 
having written a meidy . interesting 
book on the world of professional poker. After 
all in “The Biggest Game in Town, which 
fust appeared in slightly different form in The 
New Yorker magazine, Alvarez tells us most of 
what we want to know about Las Vegas’s in- 
creasingly famous World Series of Potox— hs 
background, history, setting and leading char- 
acters, along with a typical denouement, in this 
case the final rounds of the 1981 event; 

Furthermore, Alvarez writes with consider- 
able gfepmes and wit, as anyone knows who 
has read his criticism (“Beyond AD This Fid- 
dle"), his novels CHers," “Hnnfy .and 
dally his studies of suicide and divorce ' 
Savage God," “Life After Marriage" 1 » 
an inetirtrt for the pithy phrase, 

Johnny Moss, the long-time pdeer pro from 
Dallas, as having “the face of an irritable basQ- 
isk," or reporting how in 1937 the late Benja- 
min Siegel — “known commonly, though nev- 
er to his face, as Bugsy" — “visual Las Vegas 
often: came, saw, and worked out the odds. 

He has an . ear for the pertinent quote, 
whether It is Nietzsche on what makes the he- . 
roic — "To go to meet simultaneously one’s 
greatest sorrow and erne’s greatest hope" or 
Crandall Addington, an elegant Texas million- 
aire, on the difference between limit and no-, 
limit poker; "limit poker is a science, but no- 
limit is an art. In limit, you are shooting at a 
target. In no-limit, the target comes alive and 
shoots back at you." 

And he has gathered a number of good an- 
ecdotes — about the player who could readhis 
opponent by the rate at which a vein in his 
neck would pulse. Or the gambler so out of 
touch with the va r 


value of money that he 
without question a monthly water bill of 
52,000 until “the water company discovered 
that the pipe supplying his house with water- 
had broken and was Hooding the area for acres - 
around." 

Or the fellow who was so dated over his ‘ 
winnings that he even tipped a man standing 
next to him, who turned out to be from the „

convicted for offering him a bribe. 

All the same, there is something disappoint-.. 
ing about “The Biggest Game m Town” — 
some failure on its pan to achieve sustained 
excitement. Perhaps the problem is that Al- 
varez dwells too much on the obvious — for 
instance, that the use of poker chins in the 
game tends to inoculate one against the reality 
of the money being thrown around. Or that tbe 
reason players who pride themselves in their ' 
poker skills are wimng to bet hundreds of 


thousands Of dollars on events they can't con- 
trol, is that “you intensify the anocipatioa o f* 
an event by putting money bn it" . 

Or maybe it'5 that there aren't any truly ex- 
citing poker hands described in the book. And 
the . hands involved in the, final rounds of ibe

In any case, there comes a certain point ini-

This comment inspires Alvarez to write tha^

f Indescribable Things Happen , 5 Says 
Master of the Horn

L ONDON — Reclining into 
his chair at Lbe tail-end of 
an overcrowded day. the Austra- 
lian-born born virtuoso, Barry 
TuckweU. expounds, wine glass 
in hand:

TuckweU. who also conducts, 
read notes before words, has per- 
fect pitch and is described in the 
new Grove Dictionary of Music 
as "the leading horn player of his 
generation."
